Institution.” a few historical statements 
were made; suelt as, this in ‘Europe the com- 
mon school system was not a century old, and 
in America not over thirty years; that in this 
| country, ‘the:system owed its origin to Frances 
WN Robert Dale Owen and other foreign- 
ers; in Europe to Voltaire, Talleyrand, Rosseau, 


Washington and his compatriots it 2 un- 
known; in fact, “seventy years ago,” we are 


plainly told, “when off fundamental rights 
were legislated on, this theory was as yet un- 
heard of.“ In answer to these statements, we 
made use of Father Kerrigan’s own words that 
the Church of Rome had first established com- 
mon schools, and noted besides a few historical 
facts, to wit: the recommendation of the Coun- 
eil of Vaison in 529, the Synod of Mentz in 


Lateran in 1179, Council of Lyons. in 1245, 
for the establishment of public schools. We 
admit that these Couneils did not contemplate 
the education of the masses, but their efforts 
contained the germ of the common schoo] sys- 


tem of our-time, and it has been well said that 


the popular or common school thus originated 


also brought forward the fact that Luther, his 
ooadjutors and successors labored in the same 
cause. With the aid of Melancthon, the Saxon 
school system, as it is called, was drawn up by 
him. Also, that Massachusetts, in 1647, legis- 
lated for the establishment of “ the free public 
school, (the common school of our time.“ 
That Connecticut had engaged in this work 
earlier than this. The funds for the support 
| of the town school of Hartford, were voted 
from the town treasury. In 1643, a vote was 
passed, which in its spirit still governs the 
educational system of the State, “thatthe town 
shall pay for the schooling of the poor, and for 
all deficiencies” In 1670, the Governor of 
Connecticut reported “ one-fourth of the annual 
revenue of the colony i is laid out in maintain- 
ing free (common) schools for the education of 
our children 

While they were colesiiea, Vermont and 
New Hampshire followed the example of the 
older colonies of Massachusetts and Connecti- 
cut. From New England the system extended 
into New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio and other 
States.“ We do not charge ignorance upon 
the editor of thé Banner or of the Monitor, 
the first for making, the other for endorsing 
statements so flatly contradicted by well authen- 
ticated historical facts.

| steamer Washington after à passage of 187 days 


from New York, I have no doubt, that it would be 


interesting as well as encouraging to your readers, 


for me to give a brief account of how a few of us 
managed through the blessing of God to tarn our 


tedious voyage to good account. There were about 


250 passengers on board, composed of Americans, 

English, Irish, French, Germans and Italians. Im- 
mediately after leaving New York, we found there 
were eight members of Protestant churches in the 
cabin and three in the steerage.

our worship. This produced considerable indigua- 

tion among our friends and had à tendeney at first 
to disbearten us, but upon a written appeal to Capt.

These earnest resolutions clearly show us on 
which side of the so-called political movement 
these men were, and the testimony of ten 
thousand anonymous scriblers will not convince 
me that their efforts in that contest were put 
forth, “in order to place the financial depart.

particular set of individuals.“ Had 1 access 
to them, the records of other denominations of 
the Church in that eity, would doubtless furn- 
ish similar testimony. On one side of this 
question, we have the testimony of one anony- 
mous letter-writer, on the other, the unanimous 
voice of the whole community of 
New York. The former declares that the 
movement was a mere political one, the latter 
absolutely contradicts him. Our faith must 
abide with these, and the Dr’s lone witness 
must stand aside as unworthy of belief, and the

It may be thought that we 2 devoted 

more time to this of the subject than its 
merits demand. o admit, more than its true 
merits demand, but not more than its 
ones. It must be noted that this cry of “ sec- 
tarian political innovation” is the popolar form 
of attack, in this whole crusade against the 
Bible in schools, and an effort is made to prove 
that all the friends of the measure are sectarian | 
bigots and political meddlers. Thus how often 
do we hear it urged that this is a free country, 
that men have no right to palm their confes- 
sions of faith, and books of discipline and cate- 
chisms, and Bibles on the people—let the 
schools be free, free from all bigotry and sec- 
tarianism, and let confessions of faith and the 
Bible be taught at home or in the Sabbath 
school. All the friends of the Bible move- 
ment cordially ~~ with these men that sec- 
tarian books ought to be excluded from the 
public schools. The Federal Constitution, as 
well as those of the several States secure the 
citizen in the largest civil and religious Tiberty— 
each man can choose his own chureh and wor- 
ship God according to the dictates of his own 
conscience, and the idea of introducing secta- 
rian books into the common of a coun- 
try thus free, ought not for & moment to be 
tolerated, and we solemnly protest against any 
such measure. The grand fallacy, i however, 
as we have before shown, is in assuming that 
the Bible is sectarian, and in raising and press- 
ing the clamor upon the public against all evi- 
dence to the contrary, and thus attempting to 
fix the charge of sectarian and political heresy 
on all who advocate its use. Hence we have 
dwelt long on this point, and even at the risk 
of some repetition, we will sum up the several 
facts as already made out. From all the fore-

Ist. That in the early days of our country, 
the Bible was used in the schools by the com- 
mon consent of all, no one having ever dreamed 
that it was à sectarian book, and that its use 
in the schools would be unconstitutional. This 
the Dr. himself seems to admit; page 21, he 
says, and it is just in the fact that in our 
earlier history there was a greater unanimity 
of religious sentiments among us, that we find 
the reason why, there was but little, if any, 
difficulty experienced on this subject fifty years 
ago.” The difficulty, he says, is now increased, 
by the increase of a population “of different 
national prejudices and religious creeds.” As 
to the matter of fact, he is in error, for there 
were just as many sects, and just as much di- 
versity of religious sentiment fifty years ago, 
as there is now. We ought to except the 
Mormons, who did not then exist as a sect, and 
who, I suppose; under the new theory, must 
come in with Joe Smith’s Bible under their 
arm, pleading their rights of conscience.
